SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 





To the Citizens of the Town of Webster: 


Schools have been maintained the past year in each of the dis- 
tricts except Sanborn Hill, which at. present has but one scholar: 
It was to the credit of this scholar that he consented to attend in 
an adjoining district, thus saving the expense of a school for his 
sole benefit. | 

The sum raised by tax for the support of schools was $789.49 ; 
literary furid, $60; whole amount, $849.49. In April. last the 
selectmen reported 100 school children, from five to fifteen years 
of age,—48 boys, 52 girls. Some having attended whose age 
exceeded fifteen years, the number was increased to 115 who 
have attended two weeks or more. Dividing the school money 
equally among the scholars would give to each $7.39. Are our 
boys and girls receiving the greatest possible benefit from this 
appropriation? The large number of marks indicating absence 
or tardiness would seem to suggest a negative answer. ‘Taking 
no account of the tardy and dismissed, the Registers report ab- 
sences equal to 1,375 whole days—a term of 275 weeks for one 
scholar, or 27 1-2 weeks for ten. Who is responsible for. this un- 
necessary irregularity of attendance? We often hear the com- 
plaint, ‘‘ The teacher fails to interest my children.” Unless your 
children are constantly in their places you can hardly expect them- 
to be interested or very much benefited. : 


A few words may be demanded in relation to school govern- 
ment. ‘‘ Order is Heaven’s first law,” and it would be well if, in 
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this respect at least, the school-room should be made as near like 
heaven as the circumstances will admit. Where the pupil does 
right for the love of right, has a pride in his good name and an 
ambition to improve, few rules are necessary, but in most cases 
the teacher should adopt reasonable regulations and insist that 
they be strictly obeyed. The good judgment and tact of the 
teacher will aid in securing this result, but wilful insubordination 
must in the end meet its just and lawful penalty. 


District No. 1. Village. 


Miss Emma P. Fitz, teacher. Summer term: length in weeks, 
8 8-10; number of scholars, 9; average, 9; wages a month, in- 
cluding board, $20. 

Fall term: wages, $21; length, 16 weeks; number of scholars, 
12; average, 10. 
- The indications of good order and permanent progress were 
regarded as complimentary to the industry of the scholars and the 
fidelity of the teacher. 


Districr No. 2. Pleasant Street. 


Miss Mary R. Webster, teacher. Summer term: length in 
weeks, 6; wages a month, including board, $18; number of pu- 
pils, 25; average, 19.5. 

Fall term: length in weeks, 9; wages a month, $19; number 
of scholars, 26; average attendance, 23. 

During the past year Miss Webster has fully sustained her well- 
earned and well-known reputation as an excellent teacher, and in 
this district she has been doubly rewarded, receiving the money 
due for her services, and what is far more satisfactory to the 
faithful teacher, the hearty sympathy and co-operation of the pa- 
rents. To the Fall term six weeks of private school were added, 
and at its close it seemed the unanimous wish that Miss Webster 
should occupy the instructor’s chair, summer term, 1884. A.

Summer term, Miss Emma E. Sawyer, teacher. Length of 
term in weeks, 8 8-10; wages a month, $20; whole number of 
scholars, 9; average attendance, 9. 

By diligent attention to study, and courteous conduct, the schol- 
ars of this district have won a good reputation. The instruction 
was accurate, the management judicious, and the improvement 
satisfactory to those who were most deeply interested.
